Report of 
Selectmen and Town Manager 


In this report we hope to convey as much information as 
possible about the programs that have been completed 
during the past year and what we hope to accomplish in the 
future. 


Meredith, like many other popular communities, has been 
caught in the spiral of aesthetic change and in keeping with 
most other towns does not have the procedural mechanics 
set up to cope with new problems as they arise. Consequently, 
regulations and ordinances follow experiences which are dis- 
turbing or distasteful to a relatively large number of people. 
While it is unfortunate that things seem to have to happen 
that way, it is usually easier to live with new regulations if 
we have expensive or generally unacceptable experiences to 
look back to. 


In early September a large group of interested citizens 
requested the Board of Selectmen to ask the Planning Board 
to expedite the process of drawing up a zoning ordinance for 
the Town of Meredith in order that it could be submitted to 
the voters for action at the next Annual Town Meeting. As a 
result, the Board of Selectmen made a special request of the 
Planning Board late in 1968 to prepare a zoning ordinance 
to be acted upon at the Annual Town Meeting to be held in 
March of 1969. The Planning Board accepted the challenge 
with not any too much time to draw up such an ordinance. 
The Board has carried out proper procedures and the propos- 
ed ordinance will be on the ballot for consideration. In due 
time we might find that parts of this new ordinance would 
not be in keeping with our needs, and amendments would be 
necessary. At any rate, this could be a good start at keeping 
public costs due to development of the Town at a minimum 
and maintain orderly growth and a pleasant environment in 
our community. 


Considerable attention will be given this year to planning 
for a communications system. With the demand for more 
adequate ambulance service, closer contact with our high- 
way maintenance equipment and the best possible response 
to police and fire calls on a twenty-four basis, it will be neces- 
sary to expand our communications facilities in keeping with 
our needs. 


The Lower Bay Road along the westerly shore of Lake 
Winisquam is scheduled for continued improvements during 
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1969 under a Town Road Aid project with the idea in mind 
that the special T.R.A. funds be allocated to this section of 
road until it is finished. 


Preparations for expansion of the sewer pumping station 
and additions to the sewer treatment plant have been com- 
pleted and the work is programmed for 1969. 


Preliminary plans and arrangements have been com- 
pleted for the sewer extension on Pleasant Street along with 
necessary laterals and it is expected that final plans will be 
finished early in 1969. The work is scheduled for the early 
fall. 


A new concrete deck was installed on the Bear Island 
dock by contract and considerable other work was accomplish- 
ed around the structure by members of our Highway Depart- 
ment. 


A new roof and new heating boiler were installed as part 
of the proposed improvements to the Municipal Building and 
it is hoped that plans for more adequate use of this building 
can be completed during 1969. 


In 1968 we started a Capital Reserve Fund in the amount 
of $10,000.00 for purchase of highway equipment with the 
purpose in mind to reduce the impact on the tax rate when 
it becomes necessary to replace the grader and other expen- 
Sive units. In view of the fact that a new grader alone will 
cost about $30,000.00 and a new front-end loader would cost 
nearly $20,000.00, we should continued to place $10,000.00 a 
year in this account as a minimum for four more years and 
in the meantime purchase necessary trucks and less expen- 
sive units by direct appropriation. When the replacement of 
a piece of machinery is scheduled to be purchased from the 
Capital Reserve Fund it must be done by a special vote before 
the funds held in reserve can be released. 


The Wicwas Lake dam was repaired during the past year 
and nearly half of the cost was paid for by Dr. Hamlin who 
owns the flowage rights to the Lake. 


The working arrangements between the Town Manager 
and the Board of Selectmen have been quite compatible over 
the past year and we look forward to working out problems 
as they come before us and attempt to keep reasonable goals 
in view and in due time see them become realities. 


The Town Manager is most appreciative of the attitudes 
of the Town employees and their interest in doing a good job 
for our community.

The Annual Town Meeting held in the Municipal Building in 
said Town was called to order by Harry E. Page, Moderator. 
Rev. Edward L. Manning offered prayer. The Moderator read 
Articles 1, 2,3 & 4 of the Town Warrant. By motion of Stuart 
B. Allan it was moved and seconded to postpone reading of 
the remaining Articles until the Business Meeting, March 
13, 1968 at Inter-Lakes High School. The Moderator then 
declared the Polls open under Article 1, Balloting for Town 
Officers.

3. To see if the voters, voting by ballot, are in favor of 
electing the Town Clerk for a three-year term, instead of the 
present one-year term, such term to begin at the next annual 
town meeting, as provided in Chapter 41:16-a, amending 
RSA 41, of the N. H. Laws of the Legislature of 1967. (By 
petition.) Yes 709. No 132. Affirmative vote. 


4. To see if the voters, voting by ballot, are in favor of 
electing the Town Treasurer for a three-year term, instead of 
the present one-year term, such term to begin at the next 
annual town meeting, as provided in Chapter 41:26-a, amend- 
ing RSA 41, of the N. H. Laws of the Legislature of 1967. (By 
petition.) Yes 655. No. 175. Affirmative vote. 


By motion of Stuart B. Allan it was moved and seconded 
to adjourn the Town Meeting until March 138, 1968 at 7:30 
p.m. at the Robert Pottle Memorial Auditorium at Inter- 
Lakes High School. Motion was in the affirmative. 


The Business Meeting was called to order at 7:35 p.m. 
Rev. Clarence E. Buker, Sr. gave the invocation. There was a 
moment for silent prayers for Carl C. Colby and all other 
members of the town who are sick. The Moderator read the 
list of new town officers and remarked about Ladies cos- 
tumes. 


Isabel Russell spoke regarding Town Reeve, or Hog 
Reeve, and announced that Jan Batchelder was chosen as the 
Town Reeve. A motion was made by Raymond Roux, which 
was seconded that he be elected. 


5. By motion of Bruce Sanderson it was moved and sec- 
onded that the town vote to authorize the Selectmen and 
Town Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes for 
the current year, and issue notes therefor, said notes to be 
repaid during the current municipal year. Vote was in the 
affirmative. 


6. By motion of George D. Russell it was moved and 
seconded that the town vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell 
at public auction tax acquired property. Vote was in the 
affirmative. 


7. By motion of Robert Rhodes it was moved and sec- 
onded that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,493.47 for the Town Road Aid and construction of rural 
post roads, and Class V Highways, provided the State will 
set aside the sum of $9,956.45 for this purpose. Vote was in 
the affirmative. 


Marshall French made a motion that was seconded, to 
act on Article 27 at this time instead of later in the evening. 
Vote was in the affirmative. 


27. By motion of Bruce Sanderson it was moved and 
seconded to hear the report of the Budget and act thereon. 
As requested the Budget was explained by the Selectmen and 
the Tax Collector. 


John Rideout made a motion which was seconded to 
adopt Budget as printed in the report. Vote was in the affirm- 
ative. 


8. By motion of Kurt Wolf it was moved and seconded 
that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000.00 to help defray the expense of the Information 
Booth. (By request of the Meredith Civic Association.) Vote 
was in the affirmative. 


9. By motion of Raymond Roux it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $15,000.00 for the Meredith Bicentennial Fund, which 
money shall be expended to help defray the expenses of a 
suitable Bicentennial celebration in 1968. Any sum not ex- 
pended in this connection and any profits realized from this 
celebration shall be returned to the Town. Vote was in the 
affirmative. 


Mrs. Peggy Montana advised that there is $600. for 
Police Protection in Warrant, if anyone wants to help by 
donating their services it would help the Town. 


10. By motion of Bruce U. Sanderson it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,000.00 for the erection of two dug-outs and one back- 
stop at Prescott Park. (Requested by the Parks and Play- 
grounds Commission.) Vote was in the affirmative. 


11. By motion of Patricia Reed it was moved and second- 
ed that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,000.00 for the benefit of the Lakes Region General Hos- 
pital. (By request of the Lakes Region General Hospital.) 
Vote was in the affirmative. 


12. By motion of Stuart B. Allan it was moved and sec- 
onded that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,600.00 for the benefit of the Lakes Region Mental 
Health Association. (By request of the Lakes Region Mental 
Health Association.) 
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Mr. Allan spoke regarding the sum to be appropriated. 
The County is expected to pay part of the expense and if the 
County raised the $20,000.00 we wouldn’t need to raise any 
money. 


John Robertson made an amendment that if the County 
appropriates the $20,000.00 we will not raise the $1,600.00 
asked for. 


Leon M. Hatch made a motion to accept the amendment. 


Stuart B. Allan explained that Belknap County only pays 
for Belknap County children. 


Vote was in affirmative to amendment. Vote was in af- 
firmative to original motion. 


13. By motion of Bruce U. Sanderson it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
contract for emergency ambulance service rendered in the 
Town of Meredith, and authorize the Selectmen to establish 
a schedule of charges and make collections for same, and raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,800.00 for this purpose begin- 
ning April 1, 1968. 


Mrs. Donald Young made a motion which was seconded 
to indefinitely postpone Article 13. 


Stuart B. Allan explained the Article. 
John H. Ramsey gave the reasons for the Article. 
Intermission for 5 minutes declared by the Moderator. 


Harry E. Page, Moderator, introduced Mr. Earle D. 
Hardy to the people of Meredith. 


Donald E. Crumb explained the expenses in running this 
service which was $4,000.00 per year for 2 vehicles. 


Bertram Macdonald made a motion to stop debate, which 
was in the affirmative. 


Motion to original motion was in the negative. 


Bruce U. Sanderson made a motion which was seconded 
to adopt Article 13. Vote was in the affirmative. 


14. By motion of Leander G. Pynn it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
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of $1,380.91 for the benefit of the Lakes Region Association. 
(By request of the Lakes Region Association.) 


John Rideout explained about the help the Lakes Region 
Association will give to Meredith especially for the Bicenten- 
nial event. Vote was in the affirmative. 


15. By motion of LeoT.Kershaw it was moved and second- 
ed that the Town vote to authorize and empower the Plan- 
ning Board to approve or disapprove at its discretion, new 
subdivisions in excess of four lots and plots thereof showing 
streets, or the widening thereof, or parks, and upon adoption 
of this article, it shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to file 
with the Registry of Deeds of the County of Belknap a 
certificate or note showing that the said Planning Board has 
been so authorized, giving the date of authorization, as pro- 
vided in Section 19 and sections 19-29 inclusive, Chapter 36 
of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955. 
Town Clerk to issue all certificates of failure when the Plan- 
ning Board shall fail to take action as provided in Chapter 
36: Sections 19-, 20-29 inclusive. 


John H. Ramsey explained in detail Article 15. 


John W. Rideout made a motion to stop debate. Motion 
was in the affirmative. Affirmative vote to original motion. 


16. By motion of Bruce U. Sanderson it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to join with other communities 
bordering Lake Winnipesaukee in the formation of a Regional 
Planning Commission to be known as the Lakes Region Plan- 
ning Commission. The purposes, membership and powers 
shall be as specified in Chapter 36, Sections 37-44 of the New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, pertaining to Re- 
gional Planning Commissions. The initial goal of the Com- 
mission shall be to provide co-ordination and assistance be- 
tween communities in all planning and development matters 
affecting the Region. 


Leo Kershaw explained to Mrs. Bradley Hayward what 
the Article entailed. 


John W. Rideout made a motion to move question and 
stop discussion. Affirmative vote to the motion. Vote was in 
the affirmative to original question. 


17. By motion of Stuart B. Allan it was moved and sec- 
onded that the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
have the State Tax Commission re-evaluate for the purpose 
of equalization of taxes all real estate in Meredith and such 
personal property as the Selectmen may direct; and further 
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that the Town vote to appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$35,000.00 for this purpose, one-third of said sum to be 
raised in 1968, one-third in 1969, and one-third in 1970. 


Charles James asked when this would be done and Mr. 
Allan explained. 


Peggy Montana asked if any other towns were being re- 
evaluated and was told that Sandwich voted for it. 


Manelaos Makris asked why we asked the State re-evalu- 
ate. Mr. Alan explained to him they were more used to it and 
it wouldn’t be as expensive. Vote was in the affirmative. 


18. By motion of Normand Valliere it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to authorize and empower the 
Selectmen to plan, construct and lay out an extension of the 
common sewer from the junction of Elm Street, or Route 
25, and Pleasant Street, up Pleasant Street, including Mor- 
rison, Gould and Mudgett Avenues; and further to vote to 
authorize and empower said selectmen to engage all engi- 
neering and contracting services incident to the construction 
of said sanitary sewer extension, and to raise a sum of money 
not to exceed $70,000.00, as may be necessary to defray the 
cost of said sanitary sewer extension. (By petition of resi- 
dents in that area.) 


The above article is based on the availability of State 
and/or Federal funds to assist in the construction of this 
sewer. If such funds are not available the Town will not con- 
struct said Sewer. 


Hilton Homer asked how far down Meredith Neck the 
extension would go. Was advised by Mr. Allan that at the 
present time and for the amount of money it would go as 
far as Boyd’s. 182 Yes. 0 No. Unanimous vote 


19. By motion of Robert W. Rhodes it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
plan, construct and install additions to the sewer pumping 
station and treatment plant, including pumps and emergency 
electric generating equipment; and further, to authorize and 
empower said Selectmen to engage all engineering and con- 
tracting services incident to said additions, and raise a sum 
of money not to exceed $27,000.00, as may be necessary to 
defray the cost of said additions. (This work is required by 
the N. H. Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission.) 
Unanimous vote. 
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20. By motion of John W. Rideout which was seconded 
that the Town of Meredith vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $275,000.00 for the reconstruction, extension and im- 
provement of the Meredith Water Department system and to 
pay the present short-term indebtedness of the Meredith 
Water Department through the sale of bonds or notes of the 
Town in accordance with the New Hampshire Revised Sta- 
tutes Annotated-1955, Chapter 33, and any and all amend- 
ments thereto, and that the Selectmen be authorized and di- 
rected to perform all acts necessary in connection with the 
borrowing of said amount and to fix the time and place of 
payment and the rate of interest thereon, and that all sums 
so borrowed shall be expended at the direction of the Board 
of Water Commissioners. 


Mr. Rideout answered questions in regards to the above 
Article. 


Mrs. Herberta Stark made a motion to move the ques- 
tion. Vote was in the affirmative to the motion. 125 Yes. 
27 No. Affirmative vote. 


21. By motion of John W. Rideout it was moved and 
seconded that the Article 21 be indefinitely killed. Affirm- 
ative vote. 


22. By motion of Bruce U. Sanderson it was moved and 
seconded that the Town vote to raise and appropriate $10,- 
000.00 for a Highway Capital Equipment Reserve Fund as 
authorized by RSA 35:1 - 35:18. 


Arthur Allan asked to have Article explained. Robert 
W. Rhodes explained. Affirmative vote. 


23. No action. 


24. By motion of Stuart B. Allan it was moved and sec- 
onded to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $6,765.00 to reconstruct the town dock at Bear 
Island. 


Kenneth Russell asked what happened to dock. Mr. Allan 
said it was falling apart and explained costs to rebuild new 
dock 12’ x 60’. Affirmative vote. 


25. By motion of Stuart B. Allan it was moved and sec- 
onded that the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
abandon and return to the abutters namely, Colony Proper- 
ties, Inc. a stretch of road known as Old Hubbard Road from 
the entrance of the Colony Properties, Inc. for a distance of 
approximately 130 feet in an easterly direction to the junc- 
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tion of the relocated Old Hubbard Road. Affirmative vote. 


26. By motion of Stuart B. Allan it was moved and sec- 
onded to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to abandon and return to the abutters, namely, Thomas E.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well 
as entries in the books of record. Receipts were checked by 
source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and expendi- 
tures verified. Book balances were verified by comparison 
with reconciled bank balances made from statement submit- 
ted by depository banks. Verification of uncollected and un- 
redeemed taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent 
taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s records. The 
amounts of uncollected and unredeemed taxes in the report 
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are therefore subject to any changes which may be necessi- 
tated by the return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Current Surplus: 


The current surplus (excess of total assets over current 
liabilities) decreased by $667.81, from $14,099.58 to $13,- 
431.77 in 1967, as shown herewith:

Procedures for Collection of Special Assessments Not In 
Compliance With State Statutes and Local Ordinance: 


Our examination of the special sewer and sewer connec- 
tion assessment records disclosed an unusually high ratio of 
delinquent and past due accounts. Many individual special 
assessment ledger cards indicated no payment ever having 
been received against assessments recorded therein. A major- 
ity of the other detail assessment ledgers were found to have 
one or more annual installments delinquent or past due. 


Furthermore, it was noted that annual assessment in- 
stallments have not been committed to the Tax Collector as 
required by R.S.A. 252:18, which provides as follows: 


“252:18 Collection of Assessments or Rentals. They shall 
be committed to the collector of taxes, with a warrant under 
the hands and seal of the mayor and aldermen requiring him 
to collect them; and he shall have the same rights and 
remedies and be subject to the same liabilities in relation 
thereto as in the collection of taxes.” 


Also, several abutters of the so-called “Ladd Hill Sewer 
Project” have not been assessed their proportionate share of 
the cost of improvements completed. In this connection, at- 
tention is called to Section 701 of the Town Ordinance, 
relative to assessing of abutters of public sewers: 


“Section 701. The Board of Selectmen ghall establish, 
and afterward amend as required, a schedule of sewer assess- 
ment charges to be billed to the owners of all properties abut- 
ting the portions of a way in which there is a public sewer.” 
Billings of Sewer Rental Assessments Six Months in Arrears: 


Semi-annual sewer rental assessments for the period 
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October 1, 1967 to April 1, 1968, which were assessable in 
advance on October 1, 1967, had not been billed at the con- 
clusion of this audit. Consequently, billing of these assess- 
ments were then six months overdue. 


Information relative to excess water usage on which 
these assessments were to be computed, we were advised, 
had not been submitted by the Water Department treasurer 
as requested. 


A detailed review of the sewer rental assessment indi- 
vidual ledger cards also revealed numerous accounts with 
several years delinquent assessments outstanding. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Special Assessments and Sewer Rental Commitments: 


The provisions of R. S.A. 252:18; relative to committing 
of special assessments and sewer rentals to the Tax Collec- 
tor should be complied with. Compliance with the above sta- 
tute will thereafter permit the Tax Collector to enforce col- 
lection of all properly committed assessments through the 
various powers and remedies granted him under the pro- 
visions of R.S. A. 80:18. 


Special Assessment Fund Accounts Required: 


In order to provide sound administrative and account- 
ing controls over the special assessment accounts, it is rec- 
ommended that separate special assessment fund accounts 
be adopted. 


Sufficient detail accounts should be provided to record 
improvements authorized, cash for construction, appropri- 
ations, expenditures, assessments receivable, etc. 


Sewer Rental Billings: 


Appropriate corrective action should be taken to ascer- 
tain that information required of the Water Department, re- 
lative to excess water usage, shall be submitted promptly to 
the town. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184, of the Laws of 1955, 
require that this report or the summary of findings and re- 
commendations (letter of transmittal) shall be published 
in the next annual report. 
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We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Meredith for their assistance during the course of the audit.

The Friends held nine meetings this year, in which 
plans were made for fund raising projects, as well as for 
services to the library and librarian.

In April, to honor National Library Week, the Friends 
Sponsored an essay contest in which the theme was “How 
the books of the Meredith Library have made me all I 
can be by reading.”

Report of the Water Commissioners 
Year Ending December 31, 1968 


Subsequent to the regular Town Meeting in March of 
1968, a Special Town Meeting was held for the purpose of 
raising $225,000. to improve the Water Department system. 
This expenditure was approved by the voters and, as a result, 
much needed work was accomplished during the remainder of 
the year. 


Most of the effort was in connection with cleaning and 
cement-lining the following: 


The transmission main - Reservoir to Stevens Ave. 
Railroad Ave. - Waukewan St. to Main St. 
Waukewan St. - Pump House to Main St. 

Lang St. - Stevens Ave. to Dover St. 

Dover St. - Main St. to Lang St. 

Main St. - Stevens Ave. to Route #3 intersection. 


Although we originally planned to replace some of the 
above mains with larger size pipe, further study of the 
situation convinced us that cleaning and cement lining would 
accomplish the same purpose more economically. 


We also eliminated some dead-end situations by connect- 
ing the mains between Mass. Ave and the Anderson 
Development and also between Caverly St. and St. James 
St. This not only facilitated the cleaning process but should 
improve the water flows in these two areas. 


Our future plans include some changes in the Pump 
House area to accommodate two new 600 GPM pumps and 
a new suction line. This project will require State approval 
and, when completed, should enable us to keep the reservoir 
full at all times and also provide additional pressure when 
needed in fire emergencies. 


We also intend to continue the program we started in 
1968 by cleaning and cement lining an additional 12,450 ft. 
of existing mains in various areas and by replacing 5,700 ft. 
of existing 4 inch mains with new 8 inch mains. 
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In addition, about 1,900 ft. of existing main from the 
Route #8 intersection along Winnipesaukee St. and Elm St. 
will be replaced with a new 10 inch pipe in accordance with 
the long range plan and we hope to get this project underway 
this spring. 


During 1969, special attention will be given to increasing 
the flow of water to the northerly end of Plymouth Street 
for adequate fire protection in the vicinity of Lumbertown 
and Circle Drive and we shall try to keep the people informed 
of any new decisions regarding other programs which are 
under consideration. 

We believe the projects completed during 1968 have 
put us well on the road toward an efficient and up-to-date 
water system and much of the credit belongs to our Town 
Manager, Mr. Hardy. His experience, advice and assistance 
have been a tremendous help to the Commissioners, not only 
in connection with construction and planning, but also in 
connection with billing, accounting and the overall operations 
of the Water Department.

Report of the Town Nurse 


There were over 2,000 home visits made to families 
with iliness and personal problems relating to health, welfare, 
and rehabilitation. Over 1,800 of these calls were nursing 
procedures; 300 were for physical therapy and the remaining 
visits pertained to health guidance, and welfare of infants. 
There were 44 office calls. An all day Heart Surgery Nursing 
Workshop was held in May, and a Cleft Palate Clinic in 
October, which Mrs. Plummer and I attended. 


We assisted at the two blood bank drawings which were 
held June 7th with 17 donors, and September 12th with 23 
donors. We also assisted at the Eye Clinic for pre-school 
children, which was sponsored by the Lions Club. The 
Nursing Association sponsored the State TB X-ray Unit in 
November when 323 persons were X-rayed. 


There were 13 Educational meetings throughout the year 
with a total of 97 hours given to attend them by Mrs. 
Richards, Mrs. Plummer, and Mrs. Curtis. 


Due to the constant demand of our nursing services 
we have had to discontinue any further use of our services 
for taking patients to and from the Doctors, hospitals, clinics, 
etc. This service will now be available for emergency use 
only. There were 38 patients who benefited by this service 
up to April of this year, when it was found necessary to 
discontinue it. 


At our last monthly meeting there was considerable 
discussion relative to another organization taking over the 
responsibility of handling and storing the donated clothing. 
This has become too large a job for the nurses to take care 
of. They will be most willing to assist any organization or 
individual willing to take over this Town project. 


The local organizations, churches, and individuals were 
most generous with their donations for the Thanksgiving and 
Christmas baskets as well as clothing, blankets, and money 
whenever needed throughout the year. 


The Association has just supplied our equipment closet 
with crutches, walkers, bedpans, and other bedside articles, 
and our dream of a new autoclave (to sterilize supplies) has 
just become a reality, which has made our Association one 
to be most proud of. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank my Board of 
Directors, Doctors Cataldo, Nedeau, and Vazifdar, and all 
who helped in any way to make this year a successful one.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission stated in its 1967 report 
that an enlarged commission would seem desirable, Accord- 
ingly the Selectmen appointed two additional members, 
namely, Dr. Harold L. Pierson and Mrs. June Corrigan. As a 
result, the commission is now in a better position to imple- 
ment the conservation outline in the Town Comprehensive 
Plan when completed. We have been consulted and have re- 
ceived suggestions from the Hans Klunder Associates. 


At its May meeting the commission visited Leavitt 
Park and submitted recommendations to the Board of Select- 
men. In June, recommendations concerning the Resevoir pro- 
perty abutting Parade Road were submitted to the Select- 
men.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and District Chief 


New Hampshire is the fastest growing state in the 
northeast in terms of population increase. It is also an in- 
dustrialized state and this growth is likely to continue, all 
of which means more families and homes. Our growing sum- 
mer population is scattered throughout the state with a 
phenomenal increase in vacation homes. 


Many new homes and practically all cottages are being 
located in woodlands and abandoned fields and forests crowd 
into the back yards of our village streets. In a state where 
the forests cover 86% of the land surface, it is necessary 
that everyone be aware all through the season, which comes 
with the disappearance of the snow until the snow comes 
again of the need to be careful with outdoor fires and fire 
sources. 


The following action will help: 


1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 

2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a 
car or while walking through fields or woods. 

3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town 
dump. If you must burn— 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire 
warden for all debris burning except when the 
ground is covered with snow. Cooking fires in out- 
door fireplaces or in charcoal brasiers in your own 
back yard is permitted on notification of the 
warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow 
burning of household rubbish on grass by house- 
holders between 9:00 A.M and 5:00 P.M. 

c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire before 
you light the match. 

4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire 
warden or fire department. 
Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column 
and save our tax dollars for useful purposes.
